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Burgor, a probationary offic¬ 
er with the department for less 
than six months, upon hearing 
the shot, fired two shots from 
his 357 Magnum pistol into the 
car. 

Nichols was injured in the 
right shoulder by one of the bul¬ 
lets, according to police. 

Denno was subsequently sus¬ 
pended from the force without 
pay for approximately two 
months. He returned to work in 
April. 

Burgor was dismissed from 
the force based upon depart¬ 
ment regulations involving 
probationary officers. 

An investigating officer said 
that the two Romulus officers 
had no way of knowing the 
identity of the driver of the car 
until they stopped the car be¬ 
cause of a computor failure 
preventing them from tracing 
the license number. 

Douglas Chartrand. Nichols’ 
attorney, said Monday that his 
client filed the suit primarily 
because of the "‘seriousness of 
the injury.” 

“That is aside from the flag¬ 
rant negligent misconduct of 
the officer firing into the car 
when he didn’t know who was in 
there,” said Chartrand. 

Chartrand said Nichols 
hoped that the lawsuit would 
“induce department training 
to be more selective.” 

Chartrand added that 
Nichols was dismissed from 
the Pontiac force “ostensibly 
because of the incident.” 

Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth Monday said 
that he was not aware of any 
lawsuit filed by Nichols. 

He added that lawsuits filed 
against police officers is a com¬ 
mon occurence. 

“We try to minimize some of 
the hazards of the job but some¬ 
times it’s difficult todo,” Wil¬ 
moth said. 

Officers Denno and Burgor 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment.

An off-duty Pontiac police 
officer injured in a shooting in¬ 
cident involving two Romulus 
police officers filed a lawsuit 
Friday in Wayne County Cir¬ 
cuit Court. He is suing both the 
city and the two patrolmen. 

Richard Henry Nichols II, of 
Pontiac, claimed that his in¬ 
juries stemmed from negli¬ 
gence and recklessness on the 
part of the two officers, Dennis 
Burgor and David Denno and 
the city of Romulus. 

He is seeking damages in ex¬ 
cess of $1 million for injuries, 
pain and suffering, psycholo¬ 
gical injury and punitive dam¬ 
ages. 

Nichols, at the time of the in¬ 
cident during which he was 
shot in the shoulder, was off- 
duty from the Pontiac Police 
Department. 

He was dismissed shortly ai> 
ter the shooting. A police 
spokesperson at the Pontiac 
department said that the union 
contract “precluded” him 
from elaborating. 

Nichols, a former Romulus 
police officer, had worked in 
Pontiac for less than one year 
and was on probation at the 
time.

Beginning today. Beacon Day Treatment Center will host a 
one-of-a-kind science fair designed to encourage children with 
mental and physical impairments to actively participate in 
learning. 

According to Holly Brommer, science teacher and coordinator 
of the fair, it will help motivate educatoi's as well as students in 
kindergarten through 12th grade to more fully explore the world 
of science as seen through the eyes of children with handicaps or 
learning disabilities. 

The fair, entitled Discovery ’86, is a first for special students 
and for Romulus, and will be hosted by Beacon today through 
Saturday. 

Featured will be the projects of more than 200 Michigan stu¬ 
dents who have worked since September to prepare for the event. 

Born out of Beacon’s success with its own science fair within the 
school for the last four years, Brommer said the idea was to 
expand the concept to include state-wide contributions. 

“We’ve been getting the information about the fair out to 
teachers throughout the state since September,” Brommer said. 
“This is the first time we’ll ever have tried something like this but 
I have to say that the results so far have been very encouraging. I 
was curious in the beginning if teachers would be willing to take 
on the extra work but they have been.” 

Brommer said projects have been submitted from all across 
the state including Jackson, Utica and other portions of south¬ 
eastern Michigan. 

Inquiries about the project were received from as far away as 
the Upper Peninsula, Brommer added, but because of the dis¬ 
tance, that area will not be represented this week. 

“It’s really a good educational experience and even students 
who are not physically or emotionally impaired would find it 
interesting,” Brommer promised. “The number one idea is to 
motivate the kids.” 

Projects ranging from concepts in science to building a 
motorcycle will be on display. 


“It’s great,” said Brommer. “I had one kid who said he really 
didn’t like science but he liked motorcycles. So we turned that into 
a project and he has a display showing the parts of a motorcycle 
and how they work. I don’t even understand how to put together a 
motorcycle and this kid did.” 

Brommer said all the children selected their own projects, and, 
based upon the discretion of their teachers, either worked on 
them as a classroom project or designed them at home. 

The projects will be judged during the science fair by a panel of 
judges, including State Rep. James Kosteva, WJBK-TV Channel 
2 Mike Tsolinas, Romulus Mayor Beverly McAnally, Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools William Bedell, Jim Clark, a sales engineer at 
Kelsey Hayes and Barbara DuMouchelle, vice president of the 
State Board of Education. 

Judging will take place from 9 a.m.-12 p.m. today. A vistors 
luncheon will be served between 11 a.m. and noon. 

An awards ceremony will take place beginning at 10:30 a.m. 
Thursday, April 17. All participants will receive a certificate.and 
winners will receive a trophy, Brommer said. 

Beginning Friday, April 18 and continuing through Saturday 
until 4 p.m., the public can view the exhibits in the gymnasium. 

“The displays all speak for themselves,” Brommer said.

A Detroit man convicted of 
murdering a Westland mother 
was sentenced to mandatory 
life imprisonment with no 
chance of parole. 

Dennis Lee Price, 33, was 
also sentenced to two 60-to-100 
year sentences for kidnapping 
and armed robbery. Price re¬ 
ceived, in addition, a 13-to-20 
year term for arson in Wayne 
County Circuit Court April 9. 

A 12-member jury took less 
than 20 minutes to convict 
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Pi’ice of all the charges against 
him. 

He was convicted last month 
in the Sept. 12 kidnapping/ 
slaying of Patricia Longpre, 34, 
of Westland mother of five, af¬ 
ter she arrived home from 
work that evening. 

Price, considered the leader 
in the incident, was one of three 
suspects charged and even¬ 
tually convicted in circuit court 
for the crime. 

Earlier this month, Juan 
Hargrove, 20, of Inkster, was 
convicted of kidnapping and 
attempted robbery. 

He received a 15-to-50 year 
sentence before Judge James 
Stacy. 

A third defendant, Ronald 
Edwards, 17, pleaded guilty to 
murder in Wayne County juve¬ 
nile court and agreed to testify 
against both Hargrove and 


School board moves to reduce drop-out rate

An alternative school for 
Romulus high school drop-outs 
and potential drop-outs is cur¬ 
rently in the planning stages, 
according to school officials. 

The plan, which would in¬ 
corporate both vocational as 
well as academic courses, 
would cost the Romulus School 
District approximately 
$176,777 and could be in opera¬ 
tion as early as September 
1986. 

It would also, according to 
Superintendent William Be¬ 
dell, help the diktpet retain its 
state aid by funneling potential 
drop-outs, which signals a loss

of money to the district, back 
into the system. 

“We are aiming to recruit 
people, the young kids, who 
would ordinarily drop out of 
school,” Bedell said. “This 
would give them an alternative 
to going to school during the 
day and instead let them hold 
down jobs then and go to school 
in the evening.” 


Enrollment goals are set at 
approximately 100 students 
and possible more if the Van 
Buren School District chooses 
to participate. 

Under provisions of the plan, 
the school would operate in the 
afternoons and evenings from 
3:30 p.m. to 8:15 p.m. 

According to Bedell, the only 
problem encountered so far is 


the location of the classes. 

Bedell said that although the 
high school would be a perfect 
setting for the program, the 
conflict between day, night and 
alterate classes would have to 
be resolved. 

Classes for the alternative 
program would be conducted 
four days a week, Monday 
through Thursday with a max¬ 
imum of four classes per stu¬ 
dent. 

Bedell said a similar prog¬ 
ram operated within the dis¬ 
trict six years ago but added 
that it was geared more toward 
“discipline problem” students. 

One goal, he said, is to avoid 
the possibility of the alternate 
school becoming a haven for 


those students who just don’t 
like their day classes. 

“We have to display this as 
truly an alternative for people 
who ordinarily would drop-out 
of school,” Bedell said. “We’ve 
got to be certain that people 
aren’t short-circuiting gradua¬ 
tion standards by attempting to 
enroll in this (program).” 

Students enrolled in the prog¬ 
ram would be required to pass 
graduation requirements be¬ 
fore receiving a diploma. Res¬ 
trictions involving course 
study would still apply to alter¬ 
nate plan students. 

Bedell said that, theoretical¬ 
ly, the program can “pay for 
itself.”

The 12 participants have 
been studying for the contest 
since January. McPharlin said 
that worry over the complexity 
of the questions for such young 
students should be quickly dis¬ 
pelled by the fact that each has 
a grade point average of at 
least 3.4. 

“They really are extremely 
capable kids,” McPharlin said. 
“They’ve been coming to 
school early once a week to 
study as a group and we’ve 
been going over the encyc¬ 
lopedias.” 

Questions for the program 


will be taken from 12 volumes 
of the ‘i New Book of Know¬ 
ledge ‘r encyclopedia which 
are rotated during study ses¬ 
sions each week to familiarize 
students with a variety of 
topics. 

The format consists of two 
teams of six students each who 
attempt to “out answer” the 
other team to win. 

But according to McPharlin, 
who initiated the program dur¬ 
ing his teaching years in St. 
Clair Shores, there are no win¬ 
ners and no losers. 

“Everyone learns something 
and all the kids get a trophy for 
participating,” he said. 

The trophies, provided by the 
school parent-teacher group, 
will demonstrate that the kids 
are academically capable of 
carrying the extra load of pre¬ 
paring for the bowl as well as 
keeping up in regular studies, 
he said. « 

Judges for the College Bowl 
1986 include Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Mayor Pro Tern 
Mary Ann Banks and Associ¬ 
ated Newspapers Chief Photo¬ 
grapher Lothar Konietzko.

searched the icy waters for two 
hours before they located the 
victim. 

A ninth grade student at 
Stevenson Junior High School, 
Korte became the first drowning 
victim of the year in Belleville 
Lake.

Hospital authority 
lawsuit is delayed

A lawsuit filed in Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Circuit Court against the Peo¬ 
ples Community Hospital Au¬ 
thority has been delayed until 
April 25. 

The court date in the suit filed 
by the Service Employees Inter¬ 
national Union had been set for 2 
p.m. Friday, April 4 in Judge 
Helen N. White’s courtroom. The 
suit asks the court to file a tem¬ 
porary injunction preventing the 
PCHA from restructuring the 
hospital authority into a private, 
non-profit organization. 

According to a clerk in the 
judge’s office, White wished to 
adjourn the case to a later date 
for further study. Although the 
April 25 date is only tentative, the 
court worker said the session 
should begin at 2 p.m. 

The union, Local 79 of the 
SEIU, filed the suit on behalf of 
the more than 1,000 non¬ 
professional employees working 
at the five hospitals owned by the 
authority - Annapolis in Wayne; 
Beyer Memorial, Ypsilanti; 
Heritage, Taylor; Outer Drive, 
Lincoln Park; and Seaway, 
°renton. 

The issue stems from an 
announcement by the 47-member 
board of directors in February 
that members wished to change 


the managerial structure of the 
organization from a publicly 
funded state organization into a 
non-profit, private business. 

Union officials contend that the 
move would jeopardize the jobs 
of union members and eliminate 
health care access to those un¬ 
able to afford it. 

Paul Policicchio, second vice 
president of the local union, said 
in an interview last month that 
the PCHA move to reorganize 
would not be in the best interest of 
the public. 

“It makes no sense to take 
from the public what they built up 
over time and just give it away,” 
said Policicchio. “We don’t be¬ 
lieve the Authority should be de- 
solved because it isn’t in the pub¬ 
lic interest.” 

The Authority was created in 
1945 under Public Act 41 of the 
state legislature. Currently, 
member communities are levied 
a .2 mill tax to help support the 
organization. 

If the board members are able 
to overcome public scrutiny of 
the move along with several legal 
entanglements, the PCHA would 
be managed by a board of direc¬ 
tors that would be partially made 
up of current board members. 

Presently, 24 communities 
participate in the Authority in¬ 
cluding the cities of Wayne, Wet¬ 
land, Inkster, Romulus and Van 
Buren Township.

“It’s a good promotion,” said 
Mitch Robertson, owner of D & 
D Hardware on Wayne Road. 
“It comes at the right time of 
the year. People get excited ab¬ 
out stores being open at odd 
hours.” 

The 33 year-round members 
of the Wayne Merchants Asso¬ 
ciation, as well as three other 
local businesses, will partici¬ 
pate in Moonlight Madness. 
Five searchlights will be used 
in various locations around the 
city in order to attract prospec- 
tive shoppers, a gimmick 
which Donna McEachern of the 
Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
says is very effective.

Approaching any task, or situation with a 
sense of humor, a realistic look at the cir¬ 
cumstances and a healthy dose of reality can 
do wonders for the attitude of anybody in any 
situation. If, for instance, jobs or careers are 
appi'oached with a “nobody appreciates me,” 
or “I’ll do just what it takes to get by” atti¬ 
tude, everybody loses. Employers don’t get 
the full measure of an employee’s skills, and 
workers help themselves to have a miserable 
time on the job. 

But Koski has the right idea. Life should be 
enjoyable - jobs should provide satisfaction 
along with a paycheck and people deserve to 
smile.

They are 
trying to save the lives of our young peo¬ 
ple... the young people who are the most valu¬ 
able natural resource our country can boast 
today. 

A worthy endeavor indeed and one that de¬ 
serves the sincere appreciation of us all. How 
many students are killed, maimed or injured 
due to in alcohol-related accidents during this 
time of year when marking their entry into 
the adult world? There are no real statistics, 
but even one is too many. 

Our children are precious to us, and many 
of these police officers are also parents who

Sadly for you, I’ve returned 
with a fresh supply of thoughts, opinions and 
vignettes to tantalize (or bore) you at the 
same old “pop stand.” 

During the next few weeks, I’ll try to pass 
along some of the adventures and resulting 
mental gymnastics I’ve experienced during 
the last few weeks. New Orleans, Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., The Republic of China, Hawaii and 
Los Angeles were all on our itinerary and it is 
all those places that offered something to 
share with you. 

So as not to put you to sleep with these writ¬ 
ten “home movies,” I will try to inject some 
of the humorous and more personal encoun¬ 
ters of our travels...as well as the emotional 
and psychological reactions to the things we 
saw and experienced, but not this week. 

One of my strongest reactions on our trip 
occurred in Taiwan, in the Republic of China.

We are presently at war with people we 
once claimed to have defeated in the name of 
freedom. We claim to have put the military 
adventures of the Japanese to rest, but the 
rising sun, the symbol of the Japanese 
empire, has once again risen. 

The war of today has little resemblance to 
the conflict of World War II, but it has already 
impacted on the United States. It is an econo¬ 
mic war which has affected our way of life 
and our future as a nation. I would prefer that 
the symbol of America not become a setting 
sun, but it is a more definite possibility than 
most perceive. 

That Michigan, overly dependent on the 


auto industry, has already succumbed to the 
success of Japanese auto imports is hardly 
news. Most of us, however, are not fully 
aware of all that surrounds the reports in our 
daily newspapers, and of what is to come. 

A new Mazda plant in Flat Rock which will 
employ American workers and pay Michigan 
taxes sounds like the best of a bad situation. 
And, not to worry, we still have General 
Motors, Chrysler Corp. Chairman Lee Iacoc- 
ca, and Ford Motor Co., right? Well, let’s take 
a look. 

Today in Taiwan, just north, of Tai Pei, 
stands the Lio Ho automotive plant, manned 
byChinese auto workers who are producing a 
car referred to as the CT18. The plant is clean, 
highly automated, efficient and profitable. So 
what does that have to do with Japan? 

Well, the CT18 is an automobile designed 
by Mazda of Japan...not too unusual, 
perhaps, as Ford Motor Co. owns 25 percent of 
Mazda. But this new car will soon be mar¬ 
keted in Canada under a still secret name. 
The first shipment of these vehicles is plan¬ 
ned for July, 1986. Rumor has it that the car 
will be produced in Mexico for the United 
States market. 

A Ford executive told me recently in TaiPei 
that the alternatives to building the Japanese 
car with a Ford name plate on it were not 
good. “We would not have been able to com¬ 
pete and would be out of business,” he said. 
But, by changing the outer skin of the CT18, 
this Mazda looks like an entirely different 
car. Ford sells this foreign import with the 
blue oval that says, “This is American, buy 
it,” and the buying public is happy. 

I’m reminded of a friend whose politics dif- 
from mine in many respects, but I learned a 
great deal from him. One of his favorite stor¬ 
ies was about a frog in a pot of water.

Further, the Act requires the 
presentence investigation re¬ 
port to contain specific informa¬ 
tion as to the availability or re¬ 
quirement that a sentence be 
consecutive. 

These provisions should re¬ 
solve a past problem of a judge 
not being aware of injuries suf¬ 
fered by a victim at the time of 
sentencing. Offenders who have 
committed multiple crimes tra¬ 
ditionally have been sentenced 
concurrently (all sentences in 
effect at the same time), which 
means that the offender is re¬ 
leased at the expiration of the 
longest minimum sentence. 

Under the new provisions, the 
offender will serve two or more 
minimum sentences before 
being released. 

Public Act 89 of 1985 amends 
the Code of Criminal Procedure 
to define restitution as including 
actual and necessary out-of- 
pocket losses suffered by the 
victim that are incurred as a re¬ 
sult of physical, emotional or 
property injury. 

The problem in the past has 
been that courts, in general, 
have confined orders to make 
restitution for just the amount of 
money necessary to restore the 
value of a victim’s loss. The 
orders have not included res¬ 


titution for the economic losses 
suffered due to last wages and 
medical expenses. 

Finally, Public Act 157 of 1985 
resolves many problems with 
the Crime Victims Compensa¬ 
tion Board. Since the inception 
in 1976, the Board has been mak¬ 
ing awards to the victims for 
out-of-pocket loss from medical 
expenses due to physical injury. 
Many crimes not only cause 
physical injury, but psycholo¬ 
gical trauma as well. 

The new law allows reim¬ 
bursement for out-of-pocket 
loss incurred due to psycholo¬ 
gical counseling. It also leng¬ 
thens the limitation period in 
which a claim can be filed from 
30 days to one year. In addition, 
the law now grants the CVCB 
broad investigatory and appel¬ 
late review powers, while re¬ 
quiring accountability to the 
claimant. 

Coupled with increased fund¬ 
ing for the Department of Cor¬ 
rections and expansion of the 
prision system, I believe we are 
on the right track toward restor¬ 
ing fairness to our criminal jus¬ 
tice system. However, there is 
more that can be done and I 
hope that additional provisions 
of the Anti-Crime Package will 
be passed into law this year.

One of the major issues facing 
the Michigan Legislature in the 
past year has been dealing with 
the problem of crime. 

Early in 1985, a series of bills 
(the Democratic. Anti-Crime 
Package) were introduced in 
the House of Representatives to 
bring balance back into the cri¬ 
minal justice system. Three of 
the 11 bills contained in that 
package have been passed and 
signed into law by Gov. James 
J. Blanchard. Other elements of 
the legislative response are still 
being reviewed in various 
House and Senate committees. 

Crime victims are too often 
victimized again by the system 
that is supposed to help them. 
The three bills that have been 
enacted all address the rights of 
a victim. 

Public Act 88 of 1985 amends 
the Code of Criminal Procedure 
to require that presentence in¬ 
vestigation reports contain spe¬ 
cific information as to physical, 
emotional and economic in¬ 
juries suffered by the victim(s) 
of the crime(s) for which the de¬ 
fendant is being sentenced.

and political troubles, has be¬ 
come a popular higher educa¬ 
tion choice for students in the 
western Wayne County area. 

Built in 1981 at the cost of 
more than $16.5 million, Wayne 
County Community College 
Western Campus now boasts 
an enrollment of about 800 stu¬ 
dents. Although the modern 
facility was designed with anti¬ 
cipated attendance levels of 
more than 3,000, Chonich re¬ 
ported that the future of the 
school looks bright in the eco¬ 
nomically booming Van Buren 
Township community. 

Centered on 110 acres in a 
wooded plot of land just west of 
1-275, WCCC Western Campus 
breaks the traditional Ivy 
League school norm of spa¬ 
cious courtyards separating 
huge buildings that house clas¬ 
srooms. 

Instead, the facility consists 
of five buildings surrounded by 
a stainless-steel frame. The 
look of the 80s has simulated 
the traditional college atmos¬ 
phere with a make-shift clock 
centered in an all-glass and 
ceramic-tile courtyard. Each 
building houses a different 
aspect of the school - adminis¬ 
tration offices, vocational 
education classes, a cafeteria, 
lecture halls and more. In addi¬ 
tion, students walk from class 
to class year-round in 70- 
degree temperatures. 

“The potential here I think is 
fantastic. The economy of the 
state and this region is now be¬ 
ginning to rev up,” Chonich 
said of the outlook for the 
school.

To be attractive to area stu¬ 
dents that are offered a vast 
number of higher education 
alternatives, WCCC Western 
Campus has combined the tra¬ 
ditional college education with 
courses in vocational educa¬ 
tion and leisure-time offerings. 

With this, students may elect 
to take the first two years of 
their traditional college educa¬ 
tion in hopes of attaining a 
bachelor’s or master’s degree. 
Or, students may take a course 
in diesel mechanics, heating 
and cooling and even aerobics. 

The average student at 
WCCC Western Campus, Cho- 
nich reported, is 28 years old. 
The majority of students are 
women and mothers and most 
students hold a full-time job. 
are married and attend school 
at night. 

Such a scenario describes the 
college of the future, according 
to Chonich. 

The college associate pro¬ 
vost feels that students attend¬ 
ing a community college have a 
significant advantage over 
those attending a university or 
four-year institution. 

“The tenor of this institution 
is quite different of the uni¬ 
versity. We are not a Harvard 
of the midwest, we are a com¬ 
munity college,” Chonich said. 
“Our primary duty here is to 
teach." 

Aside from lower tuition 
rates and a more convenient 
location, Chonich explained 
that the community college is 
geared more toward the stu¬ 
dent. With an open-door policy 
that accepts most any appli¬ 
cant, WCCC Western Campus 
boasts a teaching staff that has 
more than 50 percent of the 
staff holding a master’s degree 
or above. 

In addition, a new program 
with Western Michigan Uni- 4 
versity and the 2 plus 2 prog¬ 
ram at WCCC will allow stu¬ 
dents to take the first two years 
of college from WCCC and the 
last two from WMU. However, 
all four years of instruction will 
be conducted at the school on 
Haggerty Road in Van Buren 
Township. 

But the 2 plus 2 program is 
just one reason Chonich feels 
the school has become so popu¬ 


lar. With most students coming 
from the 10-mile radius around 
the campus, Chonich explained 
that satellite colleges located 
amid residential areas is the 
way higher education seems to 
be heading. 

Nevertheless, the future of 
the group of residentially- 
located schools has not always 
looked so promising. Severe 
financial problems and a poli¬ 
tical battle among members of 
the board of directors saw 
drastic staff lay-offs and a 
negative public sentiment lin¬ 
ger over the five campuses of 
WCCC in the early 1980s. 

The future of the organiza¬ 
tion remained bleak through¬ 
out the early portion of the 
1980s even threatening the clos¬ 
ing of the schools. But Chonich 
reported that those “gloom and 
doom" days are over and that a 
new administration and re¬ 
vised focus on learning in the 
’80s have created a future that 
has never been more prom¬ 
ising. 

“There’s no question that we 
have been used and abused by 
the press because of the politic¬ 
al aspirations of the board of 
directors and the president of 


this instiution,” Chonich re¬ 
marked. “In spite of this prob¬ 
lem, this institution has sur¬ 
vived. 

“Our new president has indi¬ 
cated that he would like to look 
at each of the campuses and 
see what sorts of student activi¬ 
ties we can add to the cam¬ 
puses. These multi-million dol¬ 
lar campuses did not just occur 
by accident.” 


Students at the Western Cam¬ 
pus of Wayne County Com¬ 
munity College participate in a 
wide range of traditional 
courses such as biology and 
computer science. One room 
of the school has been dedi¬ 
cated to housing the compu¬ 
ters which students may use at 
most any hour.

Ah, the sweet smell of smelt 


It will happen soon. 

The phone will ring. 

The time and date will be set. 

We rendevous at midnight. . . 
SHARP! 

The orgy begins. . . 

Before you know it, thousands 
of folks living in the vicinity of 
the Great Lakes will again be- 
wgin their yearly ritual in search 
of the smelt. I can still remem¬ 
ber the days when we visited my 
folks' summer cottage just off 
Pointe Pelee in Ontario. We 
would descend upon the still fri¬ 
gid beaches complete with our 
Coleman lanterns, Eddie Bauer 
waders, Mort Neff seine nets 
and cases of Labatts Blue. It 
was a private beach just west of 
the Pointe but during the smelt 
run, the bonfires lit up the black- 
; ened sky like kleig lights at a 
Hollywood premier. 

We drew straws to see who 
would be the first to “make a 
pass.'’ (It was always the guy 
with the deepest waders while 
they guy with the high galoshes 
stood on the shores.) No one 
really wanted to make the first 
pass beause if a smelt were net¬ 
ted, the catcher would have the 
t ceremonious duty of biting off 
and swallowing the head of 
doomed creature. (God, we 
were so macho then!) 

I can remember filling five 
gallon garbage bags with just 
one sweep. We would try and 
pass them off to customs agents 
at the border. After getting 
home and beginning the re- 
litively easy cleaning process, 
only about 5 percent of the catch 


would make it to the fridge 
while the remaining 95 percent 
ended up as garden fertilizer. 

For the uninitiated, smelt 
look like giant minnows. They 
can be anywhere from five to 
eight inches long. (However, 
any good smelt fisherperson 
will swear that the smaller ones 
are the best eating.) Smelt that 
are found in the Great Lakes re¬ 
gion are really immigrants that 
were originally transplanted 
here from New England coastal 
waters. Eastern smelt (as they 
like to be called) are migrating 
salt-water fish. The finest smelt 
in the world are rumored to be 
had in the Columbia River. This 
might be true to folks who like 
salt-water smelt, but yours tru¬ 
ly has tried them and compared 
and there’s nothing that beats a 
fresh mess of beer-battered 
smelt from Pointe Pelee. East¬ 
ern salt-water smelt are some¬ 
what fatter and have a higher oil 
content than fresh-water Great 
Lakes smelt. Did you know that 
Columbia River smelt have an 
oil content so high that Indians 
used to dry them in large quanti¬ 
ties and then burn them for 
light? Geez, Til bet every cat in 
the neighborhood was lined up 
outside their teepees. 

If you're lucky enough to net 
some of these beauties or must 
rely on the local fishmonger, fi¬ 
gure on about 10 to a pound if 
they are dressed and about 
eight per pound whole. The 
smaller smelt can be prepared 
for cooking by pinching off the 
heads directly behind the gills 


v 

and exerting light pressure on 
the belly cavity to expell a re¬ 
latively small amount of in¬ 
nards. There is no need to bone 
them because the bones soften 
when cooked and can be eaten. 
Some smelt lovers swear the re¬ 
moval of the head and innards is 
a sacrilege and prefer to batter 
fry them whole. Call me a 
wimp, I prefer them headless 
and gutless, however, I do enjoy 
the crunchiness of the tail. 

Get ready folks, all we need is 
a few more warm days and 
equally warm rains to make the 
little suckers swarm. (And 1 do 
mean swarm.) But be prepared, 
as fast as they come, so they 
shall leave, never again tO' 
appear for another 345 days. 

Try these different smelt re¬ 
cipes and drop me a note in care 
of this newspaper if you have a 
favorite recipe or hint to share 
about our tiny elusive friends. 
Bon Appetit! 

BROILED SMELT 
2 lb. smelt, dressed 

1 stick butter/margarine, melted 
Vz cup seasoned breadcrumbs 
Vi cup cream 

Coat cleaned smelt in melted 
butter/margarine, place on 
waxed paper and refrigerate 
until butter/margarine has soli¬ 
dified and coated the fish. Re¬ 
move from fridge, dip in cream, 
then roll in seasoned bread¬ 
crumbs to coat. Place on a light¬ 
ly greased broiler pan and broil 
till golden, about 3-4 minutes.

Hope is in ‘sight’ 

Blind business owner 
is destined for success

Faith Meadows of Westland 
searched for months trying to 
find a full-time job. Realizing 
her efforts were in vain, the 55- 
year-old blind woman decided 
to open her own business. 

Meadows is the owner of Nur- 
ti-Con, a health and beauty 
store located on Inkster Road 
Inkster. The business has

been in operation for one year 
and Meadows is determined to 
make a go of it. 

Meadows lost her vision in 
1961 after she was severely 
beaten and raped causing her 
retinas to detach from her eyes. 
Her situation became worse 
when he husband left her to 
raise two children on her own. 

“It was a trauma for me. I 
didn’t know what I was going to 
do,” Meadows said of losing 
her eyesight. “My husband left 
soon after I came home from 
the hospital. 

“I just laid there in bed 
praying and praying for sight,” 
she added. 

Meadows had just about 
given up on life thinking that 
everyone, including the God to 
whom she prayed each night, 
had deserted her. Her salva¬ 


tion came when an area minis¬ 
ter told her that maybe God 
wanted her to be a female Ray 
Charles, a man whom she had 
admired for years. 

‘‘I really just started accept¬ 
ing my blindness after that. I 
still didn’t know what I was 
going to do. I didn’t know blind 
people could live,” Meadows 
said. 

With the help of the Aid to the! 
Blind Association, Meadows* 
began to re-adjust her lifestyle 
to her new condition. Intensive 
study of Braille and walking 
with a cane enabled her to 
again life in society. 

From there, a college educa¬ 
tion was not far off as he 
attended the University of 
Michigan-Dearborn, Universi¬ 
ty of Detroit and Wayne State 
University. The woman who 
had almost given up on life now 
holds a master of science de¬ 
gree and is a licensed guidance 
counselor.

Her first job after losing her 
vision was as a vocational spe¬ 
cialist in a women’s correction 
facility. From there. Meadows 
worked for the Salvation Army 
and eventually Wayne County 
Community College where she 
earned the distinguished posi¬ 
tion as a guidance counselor. 

Meadows was laid off from 
her position with WCCC after a 
depressed economy caused 
drastic budget cuts at the 
school. What followed was a 
harsh lesson in the prejudice of 
modern society. 

“I just couldn’t find another 
job. It’s so hard for blind peo¬ 
ple. We just don’t get hired,” 
Meadows said. 

Having sold Shackley health 
care products for more than 
two years, Meadows had be¬ 
come familiar with herbs and 
vitamins and other health care 
needs. It was on this experi¬ 
ence that she decided to base 
her own business. 

“I guess determination and 
wanting to run my own busi¬ 
ness is what did it. (The busi¬ 
ness) is breaking me, but I’m 
determined to make it work,” 
Meadows explained. 

The one-time guidance coun¬ 
selor was no pro at marketing 
and business operations. Ev¬ 
erything was a new experi¬ 
ence. In time, religious books 
and records were added to the 
selection of healing herbs and 
beauty products and she just 
now reports a “break-even” 
operation. 

The only employee in the 
store, Meadows reported that 
being blind and running a busi¬ 
ness requires special skills and 
machinery. The Aid for the 
Blind Association has provided 
the store owner with a cash reg¬ 
ister that scans paper money 
and announces the value 
through a built-in speaker. 

Crime has been only a small

problem for Meadows. She re¬ 
ported that a group of teena¬ 
gers one day stole the United 
Foundation canister that she 
had glued to the front counter 
along with a few candy bars. 
But very observant neighbor¬ 
ing business owners and the 
quick attention of the local 
police department have helped 
curb the threat of potential 
crime in the store. 

A typical day at the store nets 
little more than four custom¬ 
ers. Despite the slow growth 
pattern. Meadows is optimistic 
that the business will one day 
bring in a profit. 

The herb selection is the 
most favored by customers 
who become repeat customers 
after just one visit, according 
to Meadows. 

“We have herbs for every¬ 
thing. For sinuses, heart condi¬ 
tions, high blood pressure, kid¬ 
neys, weight reducing, hair 
and nails, skin, allergies, and 
we even have something that’s 
supposed to help cancer,” she 
said. 

Meadows uses the herbs her¬ 
self to aid a heart condition. 
And she reported that her one¬ 
time uneven heart-beat has be¬ 
come regular. 

Even with a slight increase in 
business and added products. 
Meadows knows that her strug¬ 
gle to keep the business alive is 
not over. Friends and business 
owners have told her that the 
first two years are rough, but 
the woman who was once ready 
to give up on life is determined 
that even a blind woman can be 
successful. 

“I guess I’m breaking even 
right now but it has been a trou¬ 
ble. This strip (of stores at 
Cherry Hill and Inkster Road in 
Inkster), people don’t realize 
we are here," Meadows said. 
“I’m going to make a go of this 
in some kind of way. I have to.”

I sure have missed a lot 
with a bow, though.” 


On the competitive side, 
Stover pointed to Larry Wise of 
Pennsylvania as proof of the 
high level of skill involved in 
archery. 

“The winner (Wise) was per¬ 
fect,” Stover said. “He hit 90 
out of 90. He hit a one and a 
half-inch wide area from 20 
yards 90 straight times. That’s 
incredible.” 

Most archery tournaments 
are divided into professional 
and amateur groupings, 
according to Stover. Those 
categories are further subdi¬ 
vided into men and women’s 
pairings, children’s divisions, 
and several other more tech¬ 
nical groupings such as “finger 
or mechanical,” which in 
archerese refers to the pull¬ 
back of the string of the bow.

Apparently, 
Pat was suited up and prepar¬ 
ing for a road trip with the Kan¬ 
sas City Royals, whom he had 
accompanied on their success¬ 
ful journey to the World Series 
last season, when managers 
from the team called him into 
their office. 

The next move was obvious 
for Pat, Mrs. Sheridan ex¬ 
plained, although the reasons 
for his release still remain a 
mystery. 

Although his release came 
without explanation, the right- 
fielder’s demise began early 
last season when a strained 
hamstring prevented him from 
playing in a number of games. 
According to Mrs. Sheridan,

“Right after he cal¬ 
led, (Bill) LeJoy called.” 

The call from LeJoy really 
was a joy for Pat’s baseball 
career as the Tiger manager 
offered him a spot with the 
Nashville Sounds. Not a big 
consolation to playing with the 
major teams, nonetheless, 
Sheridan hoped the move 
would be one that would allow 
him to advance to the team for 
which he had only dreamed of 
playing. 

According to Mrs. Sheridan, 
Pat was offered a similar 
minor-league position with the 
Toronto Blue Jays. He turned 
the Canadian offer down, 
however, realizing that the 
soon-to-be retiring outfielders 
on the Detroit team would 
allow him a better chance for 
advancement.

One might describe Lee Kos- 
ki’s unique vehicle as his 
method of coping with the daily 
rat race. 

“It's fun to drive and with as 
many miles as I put on a car, 
it’s nice to have a vehicle that 
provides fun as well as trans¬ 
portation/ Koski said, refer¬ 
ring to his 1972 Volkswagen 
Beetle which he has trans¬ 
formed into a “Rat Car.” 


Everywhere Koski drives the 
1,700-lb. ratmobile, he elicits 
smiles and waves from other 
motorists and pedestrians who 
view with amazement and 
amusement the giant rat skit¬ 
tering down the road with its 
tail whipping along the pave¬ 
ment. 


“It's hard to have a bad day 
when your driving the Rat 
Car,” Koski said. The idea for 
the Rat Car, or, at least the pro¬ 
totype, came when Koski was 
attending graduate school at 
the University of Central 
Arkansas and was in charge of 
the laboratory animals in the 
psychology department. View¬ 
ing the lines of the Beetle, Kos¬ 
ki noted a similarity to that of 
the creatures in the lab and 
“enhanced" his car with ro¬ 
dent accents. 

He recalls that the car was 
once briefly stolen in Arkan¬ 
sas, but the thief quickly aban¬ 
doned it. “That certainly is 
one of the advantages of having 
a Rat Car," Koski said. “There 
is little chance of it being 
stolen, and if the car is taken, 
there is a pretty good chance 
that someone will notice 
it.” Koski, a Canton resident, 
is a psychologist and uses the 
Rat Car daily for transporta¬ 
tion to offices in Wayne and 
Monroe, where he specializes 
in counseling Vietnam veter¬ 
ans and individuals with subst¬ 
ance abuse problems. 

When asked whether the Rat 
Car was appropriate with his 
vocation, Koski unhesitatingly 
indicated that the car was a 


sign of positive mental health. 

“It is fun and people enjoy it 
for what it is,” he said. “When 
you laugh and smile and have 
fun that is good mental heal¬ 
th.” On the other hand, he 
notices some individuals who 
are in “denial” and pretend 
that they do not see the Rat 
Car. Because of its uniqueness 
it is all but impossible to 
ignore, even by the most preoc¬ 
cupied individual. 

“I am so used to driving the 
Rat Car that sometimes I 
forget about its uniqueness. 
Then, I look around at a traffic 
light and there are people wav¬ 
ing and smiling,” Koski said. 
“When I park the car in a lot I 
find people gathered all around

it when I come out.” Some¬ 
times, he said, he likes to just 
blend in with the crowd and lis¬ 
ten to their comments. Then, 
when he is ready to leave, he 
gets into the car, leaving the 
bewildered bystanders, and 
drives away. 

“One of the best things about 
the Rat Car is that I meet so 
many people. It creates a lot of 
attention, for example, when I 
drive through Edward Hines 
Park at night,” Koski said. 

Koski noted that the Rat Car 
is appropriate for all occa¬ 
sions. When attending a wed¬ 
ding, he just ties a few empty 
cheese boxes to the tail and the 
car is ready to go. The Rat Car 


creates a mild stir at the drive- 
in window of the fast food res¬ 
taurants, but that, in turn, 
usually means “extra cheese 


on my hamburger.” 

The Rat Car has spring- 
loaded truck flaps for ears, a 
hollow ball for a nose plus whis¬ 
kers and teeth, arranged in an 
“anatomically correct man¬ 
ner,” according to Koski. 


Whipping along behind the uni¬ 
que vehicle is a tail made from 
varying sizes of hose. A recent 
addition to the Rat Car are the 


painted symbols of dead cats 
on the door, done in the fashion 
of the ‘‘confirmed kills” 
painted on planes following air 
battles. 

One of the more difficult 
maintenance problems is keep¬ 


ing the Rat Car’s tail in tact. 
Because it bounces along the 
pavement, Koski said, at the 
end of each month he finds “his 
tail dragging.” Care of the 
1,700-lb “Roadent” is beyond 
the usual services of a veter¬ 
inarian, so Koski takes the 
vehicle to Bob’s Service on 
Ford Road for an ear adjust¬ 
ment or a nose job. 

Koski’s vanity plate, of 
course, reads “Rat Car,” and 
the bumper bears the sticker 
slogan, “A lot of teenagers are 
dying for a rat car.” In addi¬ 
tion, the vehicle has been 
named “Rodent Track Car of 
the Year,“according to Koski.

Business owner guilty in fire case

The beauty shop owner ac¬ 
cused of setting fire to her own 
and five other business in 
downtown Wayne last April 
was found guilty of arson¬ 
burning real property Thurs¬ 
day in the Wayne County Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Helen Sturgill, 36, of West- 
land, the owner of the Car- 
sousel Beauty Salon, will face 
sentencing at 8:45 a.m. April 29 
in Judge Marvin Steimpien’s 
chambers of the Circuit Court. 

A 12-member jury deliber¬ 
ated for more than one week 
before handing down the ver¬ 
dict which links Sturgill with 
the April 13 blaze that caused 
more than $1 million in dam¬ 
ages and destroyed all six 
businesses. The finding makes 
Sturgill an accomplice to 
Donald Looman, of Wayne, 
who was found guilty last July 
of starting the fire. 

In the sentencing, Sturgill 
faces 2-10 years imprisonment. 

Sturgill pleaded not guilty to 
the charges last October but 


was bound over to Circuit Court 
after Looman testified in the 
Wayne 29th District Court that 
the beauty shop owner had 
propositioned him into setting 
the fire. 

According to the testimonies 
last year, Looman said that he 
and Sturgill has maintained an 
‘‘intimate and sexual rela¬ 
tionship” during the four years 
they had known each other and 
that she o'ffered him $1,000 to 
burn her business. Looman 
further testified that Sturgill 
had made the offer while men¬ 
tioning the fact that her rent 
would be increasing in the com¬ 
ing months. 

Looman admitted that he 
poured gasoline throughout the 
hair-care facility the night of 
the blaze while Sturgill was in 
Kentucky. Apparently, the 
beauty shop owner had left him 
the keys in order to access the 
building. 

Wayne Police Detective Art 
Morton said this week that the 
case follows a year of hard 
work by numerous members of 
the Wayne police team. Stur¬ 
gill’s delayed conviction stems 


from bringing the case into Cir¬ 
cuit Court and some arguments 
by the defense that no evidence 
had been presented linking her 
to the arson except that of Loo¬ 
man who indicated that he 
gave police two, if not three, 
different stories in his testimo- 


Looman was found guilty on 
similar arson charges and 
sentenced to 2-10 years impris¬ 
onment last July. His mini¬ 
mum sentence was reduced 
from two to one and one-half 
years, however, after he 
agreed to testify against Stur¬ 
gill.

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Tools of the trade 

Harvest new equipment from spades to mowers 


Gardening can be a big and dirty 
job, and sometimes it requires the 
purchase of some big, basic tools and 
systems to get that job done. Beyond 
the lawn mower and the rake, there 
are many tools that can give the 
weekend gardener a big hand in get¬ 
ting the job done right with less back¬ 
breaking effort. 

Each gardening season should be¬ 
gin with a check of the basics: rakes, 
hoes, shovels, weeders, mowers, 
post-hole diggers, edgers and sprink¬ 
lers. It also is a good idea to stock up 
on the smaller tools used for hand 
work, including spades, clippers, 
gardening shears, small weeders and 
watering cans. Throw a good pair of 
gardening gloves into your basket as 
well, to avoid blisters. 

That should service most of your 
garden’s current needs. But let’s 
think big for a while, and let’s begin 
before the beginning. 

At some point in the planning 
stages, the watering system for the 
yard needs to be considered. No lon¬ 
ger is a simple garden hose or a 
sprinkler near the hedge a sufficient 
answer to most watering problems. 
As people spend more time away 
from home, the need for more soph¬ 
isticated watering systems becomes 
obvious. 

A permanent sprinkler system is 
perfect for the mobile family, as most 
of these systems can be attached to 


automatic timing devices that allow 
them to be programmed for different 
seasons of the year and different 
parts of the landscape. 

The permanent sprinkler system, 
often made of metal and plastic pip¬ 
ing, is best installed by an irrigation 
systems expert. An expert will con¬ 
sider your watering needs, the lay of 
the land and stay within any estab¬ 
lished city codes. He also will mea¬ 
sure the space, dig down to appropri¬ 
ate depths, lay the system and create 
a timing system to automate water 
flow. 

If your lawn already is well estab¬ 
lished, don’t fret about having to rip it 
up to install an up-to-date watering 
system. There are highly flexible sys¬ 
tems available that can be installed to 
meet any garden needs - or rede¬ 
signed to meet changing needs. 

Plastic pipe drip systems can be in¬ 
stalled along walls or borders with off 
shoots from a main feeder line water¬ 
ing all garden areas. Another drip 
system, perfect for patio gardening, 
uses spigots as off-shoots of the main 
line. You set the spigots at the same 
intervals at which you place your pots 
on the patio and you have a con¬ 
tinuous drip system perfect for the 
patio or the balcony where plants in 
containers require more watering 
than in an ordinary garden because 
they dry out faster. 

Since you water to promote growth, 


you’ve got to expect some trimming 
chores as plants get a bit too wild or 
large. One back-breaking yard chore 
is carrying out bags filled with lawn 
and garden refuse. For the person 
who wants a little hauling help, the 
dependable wheelbarrow is still a 
favorite. 

Other traditional favorites for 
keeping a trim yard are good clip¬ 
pers, a pruner and a long-handled lop- 
per for reaching branches. Learning 
the basics of tree trimming often 
seems like a mystery to many 
gardeners, but once mastered, the 
gardener who can trim his own trees 
can save a great deal of money and 
create a beautiful and healthy yard. 

If trimming is sorely needed and a 
simple clipper and lopper aren’t 
enough, try a chain saw. A chain saw 
does not mean you are going to supply 
yourself with wood for the winter 
from the back 40. Anyone with a 
reasonable-size lot that has trees and 
shrubs would do well to have a chain 
saw among the tools at hand. 

Moving from the heights of the 
trees 10 me depths of digging, a new 
gadget this year to help the gardener 
who does not like to kneel for long 
periods of time is the three-wheeled 
garden scooter. Available through 
catalogs and in some garden supply 
stores, it swivels and scoots along so 
the gardener can do his chores from a 
seated position. 



If you are a believer in truly turning 
over the topsoil, a tiller, which can 
range between 100 to 300 pounds, 
could be the one purchase that takes 
you out of the ranks of neighborhood 
garden hacks and make you believe 
that you are the one semi-pro in your 
neighborhood. Since tillers can be 
used for composting, shredding and 
other garden uses, thev are workable 
in more than one season, which helps 
justify the high cost. 

Composting is still one of the 
gardening basics that so many people 
tend to overlook. No longer is it just a 
black plastic cover over some orga¬ 
nic matter in a corner of the garden. 
Now you can purchase a composter 
that looks somewhat like a chimney 
(See TOOLS, page 5D)

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WONDERFUL WALKS 

Inviting patios, paths keep gardens in step 


Concrete stepping stones floating in a narrow channel of grass wind away 
and disappear into a small grove of trees. The path invites a sense of curiosity. 
Where do the stones lead? Should you follow them? If you do, what will you 
find? 

Walk this way into the world of garden walkways. 

You may find a small patio with a bench for private reading. Or you may 
find nothing but the path, leading you through the grove. Or you may find an 
intricate maze of flower beds with the trail encircling each other. 

Each of these descriptions portrays landscaping for a large garden area. 
However, no matter what the yard size, attractively paved patios, walks and 
steps greatly enhance a landscaped yard, according to Home magazine. 
Especially if the proper materials are selected and if they are placed to 
complement the structure and use of the garden. 

Even in a small rose garden, tiny gravel footpaths allow people intimate 
access to the beauty of each bush, not just those they can see from the border of 
the bed. 

When the entire yard is not visible from any one point - for example, if a 
house has side yards - a pathway, whether concrete or cobblestone, can lead 
people to bright flower beds that otherwise might remain unseen - and un¬ 
appreciated. 

Sloped gardens require steps. Whether made from large overlapping stones 
or railroad ties, the best steps lead somewhere out of sight - into a grotto of 
flowers. Even on a small property, you can get some mystery into steps by 
planting tall shrubs to hide the area where they lead. 

A brick walkway curving between a variety of flower beds will encourage 
people to walk through the entire garden, enjoying each bed separately rather 
than just viewing them as a group from a distance. 

The type of walkway installed has tremendous influence on how inviting the 
garden is perceived to be. Big broad walks encourage people to enter an area; 
small walkways such as stepping stones don’t, according to “The Perennial 
Garden” (Rodale Press, $21.95) by Jeff and Marilyn Cox. Depending on your 
purpose, choose the kind of walk that will invite everyone in or keep almost 
everyone out. 

Straight walks are formal looking, while curved walks are the most natural 
looking, especially if they curve out of sight around sweeping borders or 
flowers and shrubs, the authors said. 

Paths can be a simple as a beaten trail through the garden or grass mown to 




a lower height. More sophisticated types - which invite people to walk there - 
are mulched paths of shredded bark and wood chips, although the Home 
article recommends these materials only for paths not subject to heavy 
traffic. 

After all, aesthetic grounds are not the only consideration in selecting a 
passageway. If you’re going for durability in walkways and patios, concrete is 
a hardy choice. While many consider this material overused and uninspiring, 
its appearance can be enhanced with the color and textural additions of pea 
gravel or pebbles, according to Home. 

These types of walkways also are functional - if they are made wide enough 
for easy transport of landscape equipment such as mowers, edgers and tillers. 

For natural-looking informal landscapes, the best materials for walkways

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PLANTING PASSION 

Gardening firmly planted hobby 


Some people golf. Others play ten¬ 
nis. Still others job, bicycle or swim. 
But one hobby is far and away the most 
popular. After weeding through all the 
alternatives, 83 percent of U.S. house¬ 
holds have chosen gardening as a 
hobby. 

That’s more people gardening on a 
daily basis than there are people eat¬ 
ing fast-food fried chicken: more peo¬ 
ple with a plot than with a cat, accord¬ 
ing to Herb Shiroff, president of Man¬ 
tis National Gardening Club in Hunt¬ 
ingdon Valley, Pa. 

“With 83 percent of American house¬ 
holds involved in some form of indoor 
or outdoor gardening, gardens out¬ 
rank even sex in terms of daily parti¬ 
cipation,” said Shiroff, quoting the re¬ 
sults of a Gallup Organization survey 
for the Gardens for All organization of 
Burlington, Vt. 

During the ‘70s - with the ever-rising 
cost of living - the main reason for 
having a vegetable garden was to save 
money. Since 1980, however, more 
people garden for health benefits than 
for economic savings. 

According to the survey, almost 60 
percent of gardeners prune and pinch, 
water and week to obtain high-quality 
fresh food. Only 15 percent garden to 
save money. 

The new motivation for gardening 
may be the result of the ‘80s craving 
for better health, nutrition and fitness, 
according to Shiroff. 

“Gardens provide natural foods free 
of chemical preservatives. They 
answer our need for fresh air and be¬ 


neficial exercise,” he said. 

The survey said about 25 percent of 
today’s gardeners garden for fun and 
enjoyment, while 20 percent garden 
for self-sufficiency in home canning or 
freezing. 

Regardless of why the green thum- 
bers do it, their passion for plants has 
created a $15.2 billion per year market 
for gardening products - a market des¬ 
tined to increase, according to Shiroff. 

Backyard gardening will just natur¬ 
ally yield more of the nation’s food as 
its popularity continues to expand and 
gardeners increasingly implement 
improved methods, he said. In fact, 
do-it-yourself diggers could produce 50 
percent of the nation’s vegetable needs 
by 2000. 

But there’s more to gardening than 
fitness or food. As the nation’s top di¬ 
version, gardening expresses and 
sharpens a person’s character, Schir- 
off said. 

“Gardeners have a pioneering spir¬ 
it,’’ Shiroff said. “They enjoy physical 
and psychological rewards associated 
with producing something on their 
own - employing knowledge, wisdom 
and tools they possess.” 

And while it may no longer be a top 
priority, gardeners still enjoy econo¬ 
mic savings from their plots. A 20-by- 
30-foot garden can produce $1,000 or 
more worth of food annually after just 
a few years of employing intensive 
gardening methods, Shiroff said. 

No matter why they choose to gar¬ 
den, people enjoy all the benefits - 
fhysical, nutritional and economic.

stack at ground level, which turns 
kitchen refuse, grass clipping and 
leaves into black gold for the garden. 

Now that you’ve watered, chopped, 
lopped and dug, be innovative. How 
about a greenhouse? This year, 
there’s a portable model available 
that incorporates some of the con¬ 
cepts of industrial greenhouses. This 
greenhouse is portable because it’s 
made of a woven polyurethane film 
that works like a tent. The poly is 
arched over tubes and the whole set¬ 
up can be picked up and moved. For 
windy climates, the greenhouse can 
be staked down. 


With a greenhouse, gardening can 
begin earlier without taking up every 
available windowsill in the kitchen 
with seed pods growing in plastic con¬ 
tainers and egg cartons. The green¬ 
house not only extends the gardening 
season, but allows for experimenta¬ 
tion with plants that would not ordi¬ 
narily grow in your area because of 
the length of the season. 

No matter how you decide to arm 
yourself for gardening chores - with 
just the basics or top-of-the-line mod¬ 
els - be prepared. The growing season 
is here, and it’s time to go out into the 
garden and get down and dirty.

Low-maintenance looks for big or small estates 


A man’s home - whether a country estate or a condo - is his castle. But 
what’s a castle without ornamentation? Whether big or small, a structure 
needs exterior improvements to put its best face forward. 

What could add more life to a building than a living addition - a lush 
landscape of trees, shrubs, flowers? 

“Any property, large or small, can benefit from some basic landscaping 
ideas and a little imagination,” said Thomas Wirth, author of “The Victory 
Garden Landscaping Guide” and landscape architect for various television 
shows. 

“Most people want an attractive yard, but don’t want to bother too much 
with upkeep,” he said, “so home owners should look for plants that not only 
look pretty but also are compatible with their lifestyles. 

“It’s important for home owners to invest time beforehand in choosing 
landscape plants and construction materials to reflect their personality,” 
Wirth said. 

While every landscape requires some maintenance, Wirth outlined several 
tips that can make any property easier to maintain, whether it‘s a city garden 
or country estate. 

• Save time and money by working with easy-care plants that are natural to 
your area. For example, purchasing plants known to grow well on the amount 
of natural rainfall will reduce watering chores. 

• You also should choose plants and trees resistant to diseases common to 
the area, Wirth said. 

• Look around the neighborhood to see which trees, shrubs and flowers grow 
well, and consult with a local nursery about plants best suited to your needs. 

If you don’t like prunning plants, the nursery can recommend slow-growing 
and dwarf plant types that don’t require much pinching and primping. And if 
lawn litter hampers your lifestyle, don’t plant trees and shrubs that drop a lot 
of fruit and leaves requiring clean-up, he said. 

• Make sure every spot in a flower bed is within reach from the edge - or at 
leat within reach when you’ve go one foot in the bed. 

• When planting seedlings, be sure to consider the size of the mature tree or 
shrub - it’s easy to overplant an area that will have to be thinned out once the 
plants mature. 

To avoid having to carry all your gardening equipment all around the 
garden, group together flowers and shrubs that require similar amounts of 
watering, weeding and fertilizing, Wirth said. 

You also can plan ahead to make lawns easier to mow, he said. Simply

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FOREVER FLOWERS 

Perennial floral layouts for creative color 


One of the finest aspects of the tradi¬ 
tional garden is the flowering border of 
perennial plants - plants that lose their 
flowers each winter but survive the 
cold to bloom again the following year, 
year after year. 

They survive because of hardy root 
systems, like bulbs, that hide under¬ 
ground throughout winter. In some 
cases, not only root system survives 
but also an attractive foliage that 
stands as a reminder through the win¬ 
ter that the colorful blooms will reap¬ 
pear. Some plants are so hardy that 
they outlive the original garden owner. 

Some examples of beloved peren¬ 
nials are: carnation, aster, chrysan¬ 
themum, geranium, hibiscus, peony 
and poppy. There also are crocus, daf¬ 
fodil, tulip and narcissus. Perennials 
that bloom in the shade include lily of 
the valley, bleeding heart, primrose 
and lungwort. 

The growing seasons of these - and 
all perennials - vary from one region 
of the country to another, but you can 
discover the blossoming seasons for 
your area by consulting area-specific 
growing calendars at nurseries. With 
these calendars, you can select a mix 
of perennials for your garden that will 
keep it in bloom from early spring to 
late fall. 

To plan your garden, draw a graph 
of the area you want to cultivate, 
whether it be a bed or border, and plot 
the placement of perennials based on 


their growing season. You'll be able to 
see which plants will blossom together 
- whether you have all the early spring 
plants in one corner of the garden or 
whether you’ve effectively inters¬ 
persed them with fall plants that will 
bloom and fill in for spring plants as 
they lose, their blooms. 

You also can use the graph to plot a 
color scheme. Use colored pencils on 
the graph to determine plant place¬ 
ment based on color and height rela¬ 
tionships. Design the space so the tal¬ 
ler plants are at the rear and the shor¬ 
ter plants in front. Remember that 
bright-colored plants seem to leap for¬ 
ward and darkish or bluish plant 
appear to recede. 

A color wheel might be helpful in 
assisting you to see what colors of flow¬ 
ers blend or contrast. The hot colors - 
red, orange, yellow, red - and the cool 
colors - green, blue, violet - can be 
played against each other or chosen on 
a monochromatic scheme. 

A mixed garden with a variety of 
height, color and growing season can 
be a delight to the gardener for many 
months of the year. If the plants are 
chosen for foliage shape as well, they 
can continue to bring joy throughout 
the winter. 

Whether you choose beds or borders, 
polychrome or monochrome schemes, 
long growing season or short, your 
perennial garden will appear to be for¬

mal or informal depending on its 
organization. 

The informal garden is made up of 
curved, flowing lines that appear to 
disregard geometric symmetry. One 
curve leads into another, creating a 
feeling of natural flow and harmony 
that leads around patios, walkways 
and other fixed portions of the yard. 

The seemingly casual look requires 
a lot of planning, because it is a com¬ 
plex mix of growing seasons, color re¬ 
lationships, shapes and textures that 
interweave and change over time and 
space. 

An easier approach to perennial 
gradening is the formal geometric 
look. It is classical in its symmetry and 
made of straight lines and the arcs 
around them and is easier to plant bea- 
cuse it’s easier to graph the individual 
areas. 

Think of pictures that you have seen 
of the garden of Versailles, all repeats 
of geometric order. The outermost 
dimension of the garden usually is a 
square or a rectangle. And that shape 
often repeats itself in other parts of the 


design, with a single color or type of 
plant filling each individual shape 
within the large shape. Frequently, a 
single object - a pool, a statue or 
perhaps a sundial - serves as the cen¬ 
ter of the formal design. 

Once you’ve completed your plan¬ 
ning and plotting, it’s time to buy the 
plants - an easy chore since plant 
sources for perennials are plentiful. 
Just visit any nursery and choose what 
looks good. You can purchase peren¬ 
nials in one gallon cans if you want a 
head start on seeing what your garden 
will look like. If you want to start from 
scratch and wait for the color to un¬ 
fold, buy seeds, bulbs or bare-root 
plants. 

Then plant away and enjoy the out¬ 
standing advantages of perennials. 
Enjoy a savings in time, labor and ex¬ 
pense because your plants won’t need 
to be replanted each year. Enjoy mini¬ 
mized weeding chores because peren¬ 
nials tend to spread out, shading the 
ground beneath them that might pro¬ 
duce weeds if it received sunlight.

install sand pits around trees and “mowing edges’’ along flower beds so there 
will be no areas that must be trimmed by hand. 

Wirth’s final recommendation: Keep all gardening equipment orgainzed in 
one convenient location, such as a shed with an easily accessible entrance. 
This not only saves time in finding equipment when you want to garden, but 
also saves money in replacing lost or rusted tools.

Blooms are in good taste

One of the joys of flower gardening is 
picking prize blooms and arranging 
them in bouquets that fill a house with 
enchanting fragrances and lovely 
colors. 

To sustain the enchantment beyond 
the fleeting period that many delicate 
blooms survive, you can dry your per¬ 
fect pretties and make floral arrange¬ 
ments that will keep the best of your 
garden on display for years. 

Whether dried or fresh, flowers add 
drama in everything from diminutive 
bouquets placed on cocktail tables to 
overflowing bouquets that adorn buf¬ 
fet tables - tables that may offer floral 
feasts. Because flowers increasingly 
are being used not only to delight the 
eyes and excite the nose but also to 
stimulate the taste buds. 

Edible flowers are especially appa¬ 
rent in vouvelle cuisine. 

Nasturtiums, for instance, add 
dramatic color and a spicy taste to 
salads and champagne sauces. Fancy 
vinaigrettes contain English mari¬ 
golds, violets replace icing flowers on 
cakes, lime blossoms add zest to sea¬ 
food dishers and candied rose petals 
adorn sorbets. Squash blossoms are 
stuffed with soft cheese and fried in 
batter. Tawny orange day lily buds are 
sauteed in butter with mushrooms and 
slivered almonds. 

While edible flowers are the rage of 


this popular food fad, they really are 
nothing new. For centuries, people 
have used flowers to enhance their 
foods. Confucius, it is said, was ex¬ 
tremely fond of chrysanthemums. The 
aztecs discovered the pungent flor de 
cacao to flavor chocolate drinks. A 
British soup recipe dated 1430 calls for 
violet as an ingredient. And squash 
blossoms are nothing new in Italy, 
where peasants have made “courget¬ 
tes” into little fried sandwiches for 
centuries. 

Although there appears to be no 
single source listing which flowers are 
edible, the lists of poisonous non¬ 
edibles definitely includes oleander, 
bleeding heart, daffodil, hydrangeo, 
lily of the valley, wisteria and lark¬ 
spur. 

In fact, even some edible varieties 
can be harmful to humans if they have 
been sprayed with poisons to kill in¬ 
sects or inhibit funguses. 

Flowers grown with the intention of 
ending up on a dinner plate either 
should be homegrown or purchased in 
a produce market where they are 
being marketed exclusively as part of 
the vegetables and fruits. Flowers 
purchased at a florist generally have 
been sprayed. 

Florist varieties can be used, howev¬ 
er, to supplement your own varieties

for projects such as dried arrange¬ 
ments and potpourri. 

Dry flowers using a drying rack, 
clear acrylic spray or drying powders 
to make bouquets, wreaths and glass- 
boxed arrangements. Make arrange¬ 
ments extra meaningful by placing 
them in antique pitchers or in tiny 
teacups that will fill a special spot or 
top a desk with color. 

To keep the fragrance of the flowers 
and not just the look, make a spicy, 
dried flower potpourri mixture to fill 
decorative and frilly containers. - 
For edible flowers, try some of the 
following recipes. 

MOIST ROSE POTPOURRI 

1 qt. partially dried rose petals 

2 cups partially dried flower petals 
(gardenia, honeysuckle, jasmine, 
lavender, carnation, orange blossom) 

1 cup dried fragrant leaves (lemon ver¬ 
bena, rose geranium, thyme, mint, 
chamoinile) 

1 tbsp. orris root powder 

3 dried by leaves, crumbled 
% cup non-iodized salt 

Va cup brown sugar 
Va cup ground cloves 
Va cup ground allspice 

2 tbsps. brandy 

In large bowl, mix rose petals, flow¬ 
er petals, fragrant leaves and root 
powder. In small bowl, blend bay 
leaves, salt, brown sugar, cloves and 
allspice. 

In wide-mouth jar or crock, alter¬ 
nate layers of plant material and salt 
mixture until both are used up. Dribble 


brandy over layered mixture and 
weight down with rock set on top of 
plate inside jar. Tightly cover contain¬ 
er with lid of plastic wrap. Cure in dark 
closet for one month, daily stilling 
contents of container and replacing 
weight and lid. 

BATTER FRIED 
DANDELION BLOSSOMS 

1 egg, beaten 
1 cup milk 
1 cup flour 
Salt 
Pepper 

36 dandelion blossoms 

In bowl combine egg, milk, flour, 
salt, pepper to make batter. Rinse 
blossoms in cool, lightly salted water. 
Cut off bitter stem ends as close to 
flower heads as possible without mak¬ 
ing petals fall apart. 

Roll blossoms on paper toweling to 
blot up excess moisture, then dip each 
in batter. Drop batter-coated blossoms 
into deep hot fat (375 F> and fry until 
lightly browned. Drain on absorbent 
paper, sprinkle with salt to taste. 
Serve as hot hors d’oeuvre. Serves 6 to 
8 . 

ROSE PETAL WINE 

1 gal white table wine 
2-3 ozs. rose petals 

Clip bitter white bases from petals 
and bruise them by gently crushing 
between fingers. Add to wine and soak 
for 1 week. Remove petals to serve 
wine.

MOBILE GARDENS 

Would you give anything to have colorful blossoms and fresh vegetables 
outside your door? Do you envy gardeners who pluck an entire dinner salad 
from their gardens? What about rose growers who revel in the color and 
fragrance of their prize bushes - are you secretly grateful that roses have 
thorns? 

How do these gardeners do it? If you think it’s the proverbial green thumb 
you re wrong. According to Nancy Lurmann, a self-proclaimed lazy gardener 
and publisher of Freebies Magazine in Santa Barbara. Calif the secret to 
successful gardening is setting up objectives you can meet. If you’re intimi¬ 
dated by a huge, empty plot, plant a few pots instead. From hearty herbs to 
tasty tomatoes to pretty perennials, lots of plants thrive in containers 

Container gardening has other advantages. If you confine plants in pots you 
can keep your shoes, clothes and kids relatively clean. If you use packaged 
sterilized soil you won’t have to weed initially. You can water and fertilize 
plants individually and you can cluster containers of plants that would need 
different care if in the ground. 

To plan your container gardening, determine how may pots you can care for 
so your enthusiasm won’t wither mid-season. Then carefully consider the light 
and temperature conditions of your garden area. Nothing thwarts success in 
gardening as much as mismatching plants and growing conditions. If you 
have a shady patio, limited light will dictate the type of plants that will grow 
there. You can t grow sun-worshiping annuals in a shaded area or expect ferns 
to thrive in rocky soil. Gardening books and nurseries can recommend plants 
that will grow well in your environment. 

Once you know what types of plants you can grow, decide what you want to 
grow - food for the body or flowers for the soul. 

If you want to plant food, think about what you eat. Do vou cook with garlic 
oregano, parsley, marjoram, basil or chives? You can grow these and other 
herbs in a container garden on a windowsill. Do you like a sprig of spearmint in 
iced tea? Plant different varieties of mint in large clay pots and set them on 
your patio. 

Do you relish firm, flavorful tomatoes, crisp lettuce, bright green peppers 
and cucumbers? Follow the sun. Plants such as tomato, radish, pepper, egg¬ 
plant. bean, lettuce, onion and cucumber are ideal for pots that receive a lot of 
sunlight. Sunshine helps grow firmer vegetables and more compact plants - 
they don t have to send out spindly legs to reach the sun. 

Growing vegetables from seed is the most economical way to grow veget¬ 
ables. However, seedlings (young plants) will give you a head start on the 
season and probably give a higher yield than seeds.

To practically guarantee a high crop yield, ask your nursery about new 
compact, vegetable varieties specifically bred to produce high yield in a small 
space such as a pot. 

Growing a successful flower container garden is practically foolproof - just 
select plants that grow well in your climate and then water, feed and prune 
them routinely. Regular care helps the longevity of the bloom. Annuals like 
marigold, zinnia, petunia, impatiens, coleus and primrose are widely avail¬ 
able and ideal for container gardens. 

As soon as plants are available at your nursery or garden center and the 
danger of serious frost is past buy pony packs, the 2- to 4-inch plastic contain¬ 
ers with seedlings. Space plants only about 4 to 6 inches apart - this competi¬ 
tion for space makes plants grow up and out, creating a bountiful, overflowing 
appearance. 

An advantage of annuals is they can be replaced quickly when the bloom 
wears out. If plants become leggy, you can pull them out and transplant 
healthy looking plants from the nursery - or other pots. 

Other excellent candidates for container gardening that give sensational 
color are bulbs. When not overwatered, bulbs like amaryllis, begonia, daffo¬ 
dil iris, lily and tulip retain their color and form week after week. 

Some shrubs and small trees also thrive in pots. Perennial shrubs like 
azalea, fuchsia, boxwood, philodendron and trees like cedar, Japanese maple 
and palms bring added color and height to your gardening scheme - and envy 
to your non-gardening neighbor’s eyes.

are flat stones, such as flagstones, cobblestones or slate, according to the 
Coxes. Stone paths can be made to undulate through the gardens, leading the 
viewer along from one small view to another. Spaces between the stones can 
be filled with fine gravel, sand or tiny creeping plants that will give the 
appearance of stones floating in a sea of green. 

Bricks also make lovely undulating paths - although they require a bit more 
work for installation. Brick paths positively encourage - even demand - 
people to walk on them, the Coxes said. 

There are many beautiful patterns for brick walkways - basket weave, 
herringbone, Spanish, running bond and diagonal herringbone - and bricks 
are available in many colors, sizes and textures. 

Before making a final selection on paving materials, Home magazine recom¬ 
mends seeking professional advice from a landscape designer or a mason or 
building supply store owner to make certain the materials are compatible 
with the house, grounds and traffic patterns.
